Had it rot beta 
for your he’p, this institution must 1 mg s nee have 
gone down in failure and ruin. In its ruins would lie 
buried the hopes and opportunities of hundreds of boys 
and gir's too poor to go to other insti'utions. If il 
■werenot for the low rates of 'he S. H. C.,rival schools 
would raise the price of board and lui ion, thus making 
il almost impossible for some of our very best boys and 
girls to get an education. 

But such is not the case, and with y< 11 to help ns, 
never shall be. There is no reason why the school 
should not get belter year after year. Hundreds of 
our students are scattered over the Fouth, holding good 
positions due to the training received here. They all 
tell us that the more they see of other schools, the bet¬ 
ter they like o.urs. With such a great number of friends

Last year, notwithstanding ilia epidemic of contagi¬ 
ous diseases, we enrolled two hundred forty-three stu¬ 
dents. eighty-eight of them being boarders. This year 
we expect to do much better. We promise to improve 
our sidewalks, the seating capacity of the College, and 
other things too tedious to mention. Also we have 
made the faculty stronger by adding to it JrTof. C. S. 
Austin, a classic of the G. R. C. and one of ihe most 
scholarly and most promising young men of West Tenn. 
You can not afford to .ose the opportunity of b e i n g 
with us next year. Upon your decision may be the 
turning point of your life, your success or fa.lure in 
the years to come. We think that “Where there is a 
will, there is a way”, therefore we beg you to consider 
the question carefully as your decision may be of vast 
importance to you. We hope you will decide it right. 
May >ou set your mark high and climb to it, though 
the way be rugged and steep. If you come to school, 
we will be your personal friend and never be too busy 
.0 help 3 ou in every way possible. We desire to help 
you, not to get your mo.ie y whether we benefit you or 
.not. If we were out for nothing but money, we woul l 
never teach school.
